STRUCK BY AUTO

G. W. Feeser. 76ryear-old sewing 


machine salesman, was injured fa- 
tally Saturday evening about 6:55 
o'clock when he was struck by an 
automobile as he attempted to cross 
Frederick street extended, 300 feet 
west of the Hanover borough line 
along the Littlestown highway. 


He died Sunday afternoon at 3:10 


o'clock in the Hanover General hos- 
pital where he had been removed in 
the Hanover ambulance a short time 
after the accident. He had suffered 
shock, a probable fracture of the 
skull, a compound fracture of the 
left leg and fractures of both bones 
of the lower right leg. a laceration 
of the right car and the head and 
brush burns about the body. 


The driver of the car was a York 


county farmer, William H. Mengcs.

park, revealed today that he has 
made application for approval of an 
Emergency. Relief 
Administration 


project within the National park 
here which would involve the ex- 
penditure of approximately $36.000 
and provide employment for be- 
tween 100 and 200 men, depending 
on the local labor supply. 


Until consideration has been given 


the application which has just been 
sent to Washington, D. C., and until 
the necessary approval is granted, 
the exact amount to be spent can- 
not be determined. 


If the project is approved, relief 


labor will be assigned to the work 
by the re-employment service, it was 
stated. No applicants for jobs on 
the project can be handled at the 
National park office. 
Employment 


would be handled exactly as it is 
on W. P. A. projects at present. 


The principal item of work pro- 


posed in the pending project is the 
replacement of the present rostrum 
in the National cemetery with a 
new stone structure.

Thomas Massie, 
United States Navy, tried for the 
slaying of a native in Honolulu. 


Darrow was born in Kinsman, 


Ohio. April 18. 1857. His father. 
Amurus Darrow, was a cabinet mak- 
er and undertaker. He is survived 
by his widow, a son and a sister. 


"My father was the village infidel." 


Darrow once wrote, "and gradually 
came to glory in his reputation." 
Darrow, himself, was agnostic.

DARROW DIES AT W ASTE'IN COAL 


80; FAMOUS AS INDUSTRY HELD 


DEFENSE LAWYER AID FOR MINERS 


Chicago, M arch 14 
(AP),—Clar­ 
ence Darrow, who rase from a $30 a 
month country school beacher to the 
nation’s most famous "attorney for 
the defense,’’ was dead today. 
Tile noted lawyer-philosopher died 
i at his home here Sunday after a 
; long Illness with a heart ailment. 
! Ile was 80. 
During his half century in courts 
from one side of tile country to the 
I other, Darrow was always the de­ 
fender, the pleader. 
He fought for 
the poor, the oppressed, the captive 
and the weak. 
His outstanding legal cases were 
in defense of Eugene V. Debs, many 
times Socialist candidate for Presi­ 
dent; "Big Bill” Haywood and oili­ 
er officers of the W estern Federa­ 
tion of Miners, charged with the 
.slaying of form er Governor Frank 
Steunenberg,

I Loeb and N athan Leopold, "thrill

Bobby 
Franks; 
John T. Scopes iii the Tennessee 
J "monkey trial." and Mrs. Granville 
Fortesque and Lieut. Thom as Massic, 
United States Navy, tried for the 
1 slaying of a native in Honolulu. 
Darrow was bom In Kinsman, 
j Ohio. April 18. 1857 
His father, 
Amurus Darrow. was a cabinet mak- 
j cr and undertaker.
